Patton’s recruits 
bolster ‘80 track - 


“A solidified force” is how Coach Don Patton termed his 
UNO track team for the next sports season. 

In a recruiting web which stretches from coast to coast, 
Patton has snared more than 25 athletes, including some blue- 
chip prospects in the previously-weak sprints and hurdles. 

Patton's prize catch appears to be Kansas City prep star 
Harrison Daniels, Missouri's state high hurdles champion last 
year during both the indoor and outdoor seasons. . 

In addition to his hurdling talents, Daniels also began high 
jumping for the first time last season and finished second in the 
state with a 6-8 leap. 

Patton has also signed Plattsmouth’s Tim Freeburg, who 
ran Nebraska’s fastest high hurdle time during the dual meet 
season but was injured. during the running of the state meet. 

Three athletes will travel quite a distance to beef up the 
Mavs’ sprint corps. Chicago’s Moses Hulbert, Kansas City’s. |’ 
Craig Edwards, a national champion in the 60-yard dash, and 
Torrington, Wyo., native Mark Sims. °° 

Middle-distance runner Rahn Johnson brings 48.0 and 1.55 
clockings in the quarter-mile and half-mile, respectively, from 
Los Angeles. | 

Gary Danielson of Kimball, Neb., joins the Mav squad with 
fine credentials within'the state. Danielson was the class cham- ° 
pion in the miJe and two-mile runs in the state meet. His two-mile 
time was good enough for the grand championship medal.
